BMW are a clever bunch of 
so-and-sos. This may not yet 
be an official production car, 
but with the grunt of an M3 
and better economy than 
a Mini, this muscle-bound 
hybrid can't be ignored. 
So how does it manage to 
whoop a V8-engined BMW 
M3 off the lights? That'll be the 
four-wheel-drive grip. And the 
fact it has a 129bhp, 184lb/ft 
electric motor driving the front 
rims, while a 220bhp ( 221 lb/ft 
three-cylinder petrol engine 
provides the rear-end shove. 
In other words, it'll crack 
a 0-62mph time of 
4.6 seconds. Think of the 



i8 as a handsome Toyota Prius 
that's been hitting the gym! 

Being a hybrid, it can travel at 
low speeds purely on battery 
power for up to 20 miles. 
But mash the throttle and 
the 1.5 direct-injected 
petrol motor chucks power 
to the rear wheels to top 
out at 155mph. Even more 
impressive is that the i8 
will gun from 50-75mph 
in just 4.0 sees. 
A modern, small lithium-ion 
battery pack means the car 
weighs about the same as a 
normal family saloon (1,480kg) 
and recharges in under two 
hours from a household socket. 



BMW reckon the 3-Series- 
sized i8 will achieve a 
minimum of 104mpg, which 
is helped by stop-start 
engine tech, electric power 
steering and that gorgeous 
slippery coupe shape made 
from carbon-fibre- 
reinforced plastic (CFRP). 
And this motor, which won't 
cost anything to tax or drive 
through London, also goes 
around corners bloody well, 
thanks to a perfect 50:50 
weight distribution, low 
centre of gravity (that'll be 
the aluminium chassis) and 
double wishbone front and 
multi-link rear suspension.

Clad in what can only be 
described as "stealth 
black", this gorgeous 
piece of hardware is the 
Shadowhawk UAV, made by 
American defence company 
Vanguard Defense. Only 2.1m 
long and weighing 22kg, it packs 
an arsenal of tasers, grenades 
and shotgun shells, and is 
currently being used by an oil 
company to track and destroy 
pirates offthe Horn of Africa. 

Broadcasting real-time images 
(with handy cross-hairs added 
for when the shooting begins), 
the controller pilots it from a 
secure base, sending it to crisis 
areas where it can operate at no 
risk to soldiers/cops/mercenaries.
